The following digraphs are used: th = /G/, dh = Idl, sh = /J/, zh = I3I, xh = /ds/, 
gj = Iq'I, nj - /jil, II - III, rr - IxvL

1-10: nje, dy, treltri (the only numeral marked for gender), kater, pese, 
gjashte, shtate, tete, nende, dhjete; 11 njembedhjete; 12 dymbedhjete. , .20 
njezet; 30 tridhjete; 40 dyzet, i.e. dyzet is a vigesimal form; 60 and 80, 
however, revert to decimal form: gjashtedhjete, tetedhjete; 100 {nje)qind. 
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
